The Maha- 
rajal’s grandfather rendered valuable 
services during the Indian Mutiny, 
for which the Kapurthala estates in 
Ouhd were bestowed upon him.

It is not considered likely that we 
shall hear of any further big action 
for some time to come. The Japanese 
armies have covered over one hundred

and they are badly in need of a rest. 
Furthermore, their active pursuit is 
hampered by the fact that the flying 
Russians destroy all the bridges behind

Swaoping North. 

It is believed in Moscow by military 
men that Nogi, with the permission 
of the Chinese, is marching through 
Mongolia on Tsi sikhar. This news 
has caused much dismay, for on the 
right bank of the Amur lives the 
largest Russian population east of 
Baikal. Russian civilians are flying 
from Harbin in panic. 

The last fond hope of the Russians— 
that the Japanese might hesitate to 
press their advance until they had 
carefully reconnoitred the country— 
has been dissipated. Maps found on 
the bodies of dead Japanese officers 
show that every mile of the material 
ground has been thoroughly sur- 
veyed. 

In Manchuria. 

The Russians who were at Singking 
have retired towards Huilungeheng, 
which lies ninety miles to the north- 


There is scarcely a trace of ths 
Russian; to be found in the vicinity 
of either Changtu or Chingchiatzu, 
twenty-three miles north-east of 
Fakumen, which was recently occupied 
by the Japanese troops, although small 
bodies of the enemy occasionally make 
an appearance.

A Race for Life.—The Allan liner 
Parisian, with 900 souls on board, was rammed 
by the German liner Albano at the entrance 
to Halifax Harbour. The Parisian’s after- 
compartment immediately began to fill, and 
she steamed at full spead for dock. The 
crash was followed by a panic, and there 
was a sound of wild screams, amid which could 
be heard the voices of the officers, ordering 
the male passengers to help man the lifeboats, 
Alarmed immigrants crowded the decks, 
begging to be saved, praying, weeping, and 
shrieking. The crew maid no attention, for 
all their efforts were vovoted to savi the 
ship, The captain feared that she would sink 
in spite of all his efforts, and the men worked 
at the pumps with almost superhuman energy. 
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The proceeds were:over £400, 


) Torrents of water were poured by the pumps 
| back into the sea, and every pound of steam 
was used to increase the speed at which 
the vessel was racing towards safety, 
She covered fifteen miles in forty minutes, and 
reached dock just in time, When the 
hawvers were fastened and she wna safe, the 
hold was flooded up to the engine-room, and 
by the time the passengers were landed the 
water was washing over the deck. Had the 
Parisian to make a six hours’ run, only those 
who could get into the boats would have 
escaped, The Albano, which had her 
bows crushed in, had 800 passengers. on 
board. She also reached harbour safely, but 
in her case the danger was less serious. 
The captains of the two vessels both refused 
to make a statement, but Dr. Kirkpatrick, 
who is a Professor of Divinity at Cambridge, 
and who was a passenger on the Parisian, 
gives the following account :—“ The Parisian 
was at a standstill and ready to take the 
pilot aboard. We had been watching the 
Albano coming from the north, when, 
to our horror, we saw that she was 
making straight for us, and we felt. certain 
that there would be a collision. Sud- 
denly the shock came, and an order was 
given to clear away the boats, for it was 
found that the Parisian was struck abaft
